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INTBODUCTION. 


KoTWTTHSTAiiDDra  the  Bomevhat  nairow  views,  the  inveterate  preja- 
dicee,  and  the  peculiar  and  oooasionally  iinooath  langnage  of  Anthony 
a  Wood,  it  cannot,  wa  thinic,  be  denied  that  his  Athenie  Oxouienses 
wn  ^icitooely  detdgned,  and  execated  with  no  mean  ability. 
As  this  book  reflected  great  lustre  on  the  oniversity  of  Oxibrd,  it 
was  naturally  expected  that  a  work  of  a  Bimilar  ohaiacter,  devoted 
especially  to  the  oniTersity  of  Cambridge,  would  follow  in  due  course ; 
indeed,  the  authoi  of  the  Introduction  to  the  second  volume  threw 
down  a  gcneroua  challenge  "to  some  good  Antiquary  of  the  other 
Univetaity." 

Henry  Sampson,  ejected  &om  a  fellowship  at  Pembroke  hall  for 
nonconfbnnify  1662  and  who  subsequently  for  many  years  practised 
physio  with  reputation  and  success,  ^ipears  to  have  made  some 
collectionB  for  a  history  of  the  eminent  men  of  this  university. 

Mr.  Strype,  in  a  letter  to  Balph  Thoree^,  dated  4th  August,  1709, 
remarks: — 

I  peroeive  70U  liave  hod  tlie  use  of  soms  of  the  manuacnpta  of  Dr.  Sompeoa. 
Wbile  he  iroi  alive  he  would  have  put  me  upon  a  tuk  to  imte  the  hietory  of  the 
emincmt  men,  and  especially  viiteie,  of  the  TJniveinty  of  Cambridge,  and  told  me 
he  had  made  great  coUectioiis  that  irould  he  aerriceable  that  way.  There  is  one  of 
Cambrid^  noir,  an  able  man,  tb^t  bad  been  TnnUng  collections  diveie  yean  for 
that  pnrpoee.  I  wish  be  bad  the  penual  of  those  papers.  He  U  now  in  London, 
and,  if  I  knew  in  whose  hands  Dr.  Sampeon's  manuscripts  were,  T  would  endeaTour 
fo  procure  those  collections  for  bint  to  ose.  (1) 

The  able  man  to  whom  Strypo  refers  was,  no  doubt,  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Baker,  of  St.  John's  college.    Brake,  in  his  Eboracum,(l)  says

work,  and  I  luiTe  fumiahed  him  with  somewhat  towHids  Ihii  college.  (1) 

Hr.  Baker's  valiiable  USS.  contain  many  important  materials 
for  an  Athenn  CantabrigienseB ;  but  the  want  of  arrangement  in 
these  ooUections  and  the  unfortunate  circumstance  that  some  of 
the  Tolnmes  are  at  Cambridge  and  otiiera  in  the  British  Uuseum 
greatly  augment  the  labour  connected  with  their  nse. 

Hr.  llorris  Drake  Uorris,  a  fellow-commoner  of  Trinity  college, 
compiled  lives  of  the  most  illustrious  men  educated  in  the  universLty 
from  the  foundation  thereof  onto  the  year  1715,  collected  from  Bale, 
Pits,  Fuller,  lloyd.  Wood,  Calamy,  "Walker,  &c.,  in  two  volumes. 
The  first  volame,  containing  534  pages,  comprises  the  lives  of  the 
archbishops  and  bishops  educated  at  Cambridge,  with  a  complete  index 
of  names  and  a  very  large  number  of  engraved  portraits ;  tbe  secoiid 
volume  contains  the  lives  of  learned  men  in  general,  and  is  entitled 
Athenn  CantabrigienseB.  Only  319  pages  are  filled.  There  are 
a  few  portraits,  and  it  hae  an  index  containing  the  names  of  those 
intended  to  be  mentioned,  as  well  as  of  those  whose  lives  are  given. 
These  manuscripts  he  gave  to  Lord  Harley,  afterwards  earl  of  Oxford, 
and  they  are  now  in  the  Harleian  collection.  (2) 

Dr.  William  Sichardson,  master  of  Enuuannel  college  (1736^ 
1775),  the  learned  editor  of  Godwin  De  Prsesulibus  (and  the  gentleman 
mentioned  by  Ur.  Baker),  made  colleotiona  for  Athente  Cantabri- 
gienseB in  a  folio  volume  without  an  index,  preserved  in  the  university 
Kbrary.(3)  The  number  of  persons  noticed  by  Dr.  Bichardson 
is  only  about  350.  The  general  utility  of  this  volume  is  diminished 
by  the  use  of  short-hand  and  of  symbols  not  easily  interpreted.  Cole 
used  Dr.  Bichardson's  collcctionB,  but  could  not  master  the  steni^jTt^hy. 
Dr.  Bichardson  made  other  ooUections  on  the  subject,  which  have 
been  lost.

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To  Dr.  Bichardson  also  we  ove  the  compilation  of  a  Catalogue 
of  the  graduates  of  the  niuTerBity  from  1900  to  1735,  with  oertain 
additions  extending  to  1745.  This  is  a  work  of  vast  labour  and 
no  al^ht  utility.  Unfbrtunately  hoverer  it  cannot  always  be 
df^pended  upon,  as  it  is  clear  that  Dr.  Kichaidson  read  old  writing 
but  unperfectly,  which  oircanutance  has  led  him  into  many  erron. 

A  notice  of  the  tint  edition  of  Graduati  Cantabrigienuefl  in  the 
Qentlaman'a  Uagazine  for  March  1787  thus  commences ;

Baker'i  excellent 
Tolnmea ;  and  perhapa,  by  the  time  Hr,  Cole'a  collectionB  tie  unlocked  aoma 
antiquaiy  now  in  in&ncf  may  attempt  the  Herculean  tuk.  (1) 

Ur.  Ckile,  to  whose  collections  allnaioii  is  thus  made,  was  the  Ber. 
TTilliam  Cole,  of  Hilton  near  Cambridge,  who  was  originally  of  Clare 
hall  but  removed  to  Eiog's  coU^.  He  died  in  1782,  bequeathing 
his  vast  and  multilarions  manuscript  collections  to  the  British  Knseum, 
with  an  ii^unotion  that  they  should  not  be  opened  till  twenty  yean 
after  his  death.  One  of  his  great  objects  was  the  compilation  of 
an  AthensB  Cantabrigiensea. 

After  thirty  years'  labour  he  thus  records  his  bitt«r  disappointment : 

In  good  truth,  wboerei'  nndaTtakea  the  drudgery  of  an  Athena  Cantabiigiemes, 
moft  be  contented  vith  no  proapect  of  cradit  or  reputation  to  himaelf ;  and  with  the 
morti^-ing  teflectioa,  tbat  after  alt  his  paina  and  study  through  life,  be  muit  be 
looked  upon  in  an  humble  light,  and  only  as  a  jaumeyman  to  Anthony  Wood, 
irbiae  ezoellent  book  of  the  asme  aort  will  erer  preclude  any  other,  who  ahall  fol- 
low Mm  in  the  nme  tiack,  from  all  hopes  of  bme^  and  frill  only  repteaent  him  as 
in  imitator  of  ao  original  a  pattern.  For  at  Ihia  time  of  day,  all  great  characten, 
both  Cantabrigians  and  Oxonians,  aie  already  published  to  the  vorld,  eidier  in  bi« 
books,  or  Tarioua  others :  so  that  the  collectioi,  mdeaa  the  aune  chancton  are  re- 
ptinted  here,  must  be  made  up  of  aeoond  rate  penona,  and  the  reftue  of  anthonhip. 
Hinrerer,  as  I  have  begun,  and  made  so  large  a  progregs  in  this  undertaking,  it  ia 
death  to  think  of  leaving  it  oS^  though  from  the  former  ooniideiBtians  so  little 
credit  ia  to  be  expected  from  it.

A  year  later,  after  quoting  Dr.  Johnson's  striking  reflectiona(2)  on 
the  tendency  of  antiqaaries  to  forget  the  brevity  of  human  life,  he 
proceeds  to  remark:

Whilst  we  freely  admit  that  Ur.  Cole's  TolnminoaB  C(dleotioDS  have 
in  many  instances  been  reiy  serviceable,  ire  cannot  but  think  that  he 
was  disposed  rather  to  ovexrate  the  ralne  of  his  materials.  He 
certdnly  fell  into  the  eiror  pointed  ont  by  Dr.  Johnson.  He  amassed 
more  than  be  could'  digest. 

Ur.  Cole  had  the  industry  of  Wood  without  his  common  sense.  He 
affected  Wood's  prejudices,  but  the  prejudices  of  Wood  are  to  a  great 
extent  respectable ;   those  of  Cole  are  simply  ridiculous. 

Mr.  Bruce  in  his  introduction  (I)  to  Sir  John  Haywatd's  *""«!«  of 
the  first  four  years  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  adverts  to  the  non- 
existence of  an  Athene  Cantabrigienses  as  being  daily  more  and  more 
deplored.  A  similar  sentiment  is  expressed  by  the  editors  of  the 
Chnrches  of  Cambridgeshire.  (2) 

The  publication  of  on  Atbente  Cantabrigienses  was  one  of  the 
projects  of  the  Ecclesiastical  History  Society,  upon  the  dissolution 
of  which  M!r.  Halliwell  sent  a  oommnnication  to  the  Cambridge  Anti- 
quarian Society  (3  May,  18&2),  in  which  he  stated  that  he  despaired, 
for  the  present,  of  the  production  of  such  a  work,  and  suggested  the 
publication  of  a  limited  impression  of  Cole's  manusoript  Athen[e.(3) 
This  occasioned  another  communication  to  the  Society  (16  April, 
1863),  by  the  Rev.  J.  J.  Smith,  M.A.  of  Caiua  coIlege.(4)  Mr.  Smith 
considered  Mr.  Halliwell  took  too  desponding  a  view  of  the  matter; 
and,  after  pointing  out  the  most  palpable  sources  of  information, 
strongly  pressed  the  resident  members  of  the  university  to  turn  their 
attention  to  the  subject,  and,  by  the  publication  of  the  work,  raise  an 
enduring  memorial  to  the  honour  of  their  Alma  Mater. 

Upon  consideration  of  all  the  oircumstanoee  it  appeared  to  ua 
that  the  difficulties  of  the  nndertaking  although  not  slight  were 
not  insuperable,  and  we  therefore  determined  to  attempt  a  work  which

This  scheme  is  more  comprehenfiive  than  Wood's.  It  must  bow- 
eyet  be  obeerved  that  althon^  he  arowedlf  gires  only  the  lives 
of  emiocait  writers  and  of  bishops ;  yet  in  his  Fasti,  the  interest  and 
ntility  of  which  seem  to  be  generally  acknowledged,  he  notioes  many 
persons  who  do  not  come  within  either  of  the  specified  classes. 

For  various  reasons  which  it  can  hardly  be  necessary  to  par- 
ticularise it  appeared  to  ns  that  the  year  1500  was  convenient  as 
a  point  of  commencement. 

Three  modes  of  arrangement  suggested  themselves : 
(i)  AlpbabeticaUy.    The  most  convenient  undoubtedly  lor  reference, 
bat  nearly  useless  fi>r  any  otlier  purpose,  and  unpleasant  and 
repulfflve  to  the  general  reader. 
(ii)  By  colleges.    ITnt  in  many,  especially  the  earlier  cases,  the 
colleges  are  unknovm  or  uncertain,  and  even  in  comparatively 
recent  times  degrees  have  been  confarred  on  pereons  who  are 
not  recorded  as  of  any  particular  colle^.     In  several  cases  also 
the  same  individual  has  been  of  two,  three,  and  even  fbor 
ooUeges. 
(iii)  Chronologically,  the  date  of  death  when  known  or  capable 
of  calculation  being  adopted,  and  in  the  remaining  oases  the 
latest  date  at  whioh  the  party  is  known  te  have  been  living. 
There  are  obvious  advantages  attending  this  mode  of  arrange- 
ment.   The  work  is  better  adapted  fbr  oontinuous  perusal.    If, 
from  any  cause  its  progress  should  be  suqtcmded,  the  portion 
actually  executed  wiU  possess  a  certain  extent  of  completeness, 
lastly,  it  may  be  continued  from  time  to  time  as  occasion 
may  re^oire. 
Upon  the   whole  the  advantages  of  a  chronological  arrangement 
appealed  so  decielTe  that  we  resolved  upon  ito  adoption.

The  king  or- 
dered him  to  compile  a  book  on  the  stats 
of  the  kingdom,  which  he  did,  and  at 
the  same  time  wrote  in  another  a  minute 
account  of  tbe  riches  be  himself  had  ac- 
cumulated, which  amounted  to  £100,000. 
These  two  volumes  were  similarly  bound 
in  vellum,  and  the  bishop  delivered  the 
wrong  one  to  Wolsey  who  laid  it  before 
the  king.

DESIDERIU8  ERASMUS  was  the 
ill^timate  son  of  one  Gerard,  bj  Mar- 
garet daughter  of  Peter,  a  physician  of 
Sevenbeiven.  He  was  born  at  Rotter- 
dam 28  Oct.  1466,  and  was  named  after 
his  father,  but  subBeguently  assumed  the 
name  of  Desiderios,  the  latin  equivalent 
for  the  dutch  word  Gerard  signiffing 
amiable,  and  Erasmus,  the  greek  for  the 
same  word.  To  these  he  added  Rotem- 
damus,  irom  the  place  of  his  birth.  In 
after  life  he  expressed  regret  for  not 
having  called  himself  Erssmius,  but  bis 
name  was  then  so  univenully  known 
that  any  endeavour  to  change  it  would 
have  been  fhtile.  At  an  early  age  he 
was  a  chorister  in  the  cathedral  of 
Utrecht  The  first  school  he  was  sent 
to  was  at  Tergan.

JOHN  KITE,  a  native  of  London,  was 
educated  at  Eton,  and  elected  thence  to 
King's  college  1480.

In  April  1534  he  was  provincial 
of  his  order,  and  in  commisaion  to  take 
the  acknowledgments  of  the  king's  bu- 
premacy  by  certain  houses  of  religion. 
Shewing  himself  compliant  to  the  royal 
wishes  he  was  in  1635  advanced  to  the 
bishopric  of  Rochester,  receiving  conse- 
cration on  the  IBth  September.  On  20 
Nov.  1538  he  as  perpetual  commendatoi;

He 
became  a  canon  of  Rochester  probably 
about  the  same  time.  His  name  oocun 
in  a  commission  to  reform  the  eoclesiMti- 
eal  laws  22  Oct  1651,  and  in  a  subse- 
qnaat  commission  of  the  like  natnre. 
On  10  Jsn.  1&51-2  he  waa  one  of  two 
persons  appointed  to  exercise  episcopal 
jnrisdiction  in  the  diocese  ofWorceatar 
during  a  yfoacy  in  that  see.  Shortly 
after  Qte  accession  of  qneen  Mary  he  was 
cited  before  Qardiner  bishop  of  Winches- 
ter Mid  lord-chancellor  for  holding  hereti- 
cal opinions,  and  endeavooiing  to  prevent 
the  performance  of  mass  in  his  church  by 
an  intruding  priest.  He  boldly  defended 
his  conduct,  vindicated  the  marriage  of 
prieeta,  denied  trausnbetantiation,  and 
Dpbraided  Gardiner  in  no  measured  terms 
with  tergiversation.  He  was  sent  to  the 
king's  bench  prison  and  remained  there 
above  a  year,  dnring  which  he  waa 
frequently  examined  but  remained  sted- 
last.  At  length  in  Jauuvy  1661'6  be 
waa  tried  bafore  bishop  Gardiner  and 
other  prelates  at  S.  Mary  Overies  8oQth- 
wark.  He  jnstiGed  bis  opinions  with 
great  courage  and  ability,  was  condemned 
to  death,  d^raded  from  hia  orders,  and 
burnt  at  Aldham  common  near  Hadleigh 
on  the  8tb  of  Febmary.

NICHOLAS  EIDLET,ofanh<M]oar- 
abla  tanalj  long  seated  in  Nortbomber- 
Uod,  WH  the  second  son  of  Nicholas  Bid- 
ley,  esq.,  of  Unthank  near  Wlllimotes- 
wick  in  that  conoty.  He  rereived  an 
excellent  grammatitnl  edooatioD  at  New- 
castle-npon-Tyne,  whence  about  1518  be 
lonoTed  to  Pembroke  hall,  and  acqnired 
maeh  distinction,  particnlarly  from  bis 
■pntRamiicj  in  greek.  He  prooeeded  B.A. 
UW-3,  and  in  April  1524  was  elected 
inta  a  Skirlaw  feuowship  at  Universitj 
eollege  Oxford.  He  however  declin^ 
to  acMpt  the  same,  and  was  soon  after- 
wards chosen  a  fellow  of  Pembroke  hall. 
He  Miomenoed  M.A.  1526,  and  in  the 
following  year  we  find  him  empowered  to 


act  for  his  college  in  oeriain  matters  re- 
lating  to  the  Dharcbas  of  Tilnej,  Soham, 
and  Saxthorpe.  In  or  abont  1627  he 
prooeeded  to  Paris  and  stndied  at  the 
Sorbonne,  as  he  did  sabseqnentlj  at  the 
nniversity  of  Louvaine.  The  charges  of 
his  universitf  education,  both  here  and 
abroad,  were  liberallv  de&ajed  by  his 
uncle  Dr.  Kobert  Bialey,  prebendai-f  of 
8.  Paul's.  Heretumed  to  England  m,  if 
not  before  1530,  in  which  year  be  served 
the  office  of  Junior- treasurer  of  Pembroke 
halL  In  1533  be  was  one  of  the  fiunons 
Bohotars  of  this  nniversity  who  took  part 
in  a  disputation  with  George  TbrockmoT'

In  1634  be  was  one  of  the  proa- 
tors,  and  was  instrumental  in  procuring

SLritnal  power  of  the  pope.  He  was 
10  much  employed  dnnng  his  year  of 
office  in  defending  the  privileges  of  the 
nniversity,  and  with  the  other  proctor 
and  the  taiors  had  to  take  many  jonmies 
to  London  on  that  account.

EDMUND  ALLEN,  a  native  of  Nor- 
folk,  fellow  of  Corpus  Christi  college  1536, 
M.A.  1537,  was  steward  of  his  college 
1639,  and  afterwards  travelled  abroad  for 
the  sake  of  study  for  several  years  with 
the  leave  of  the  college.  As  he  is  styled 
B.D.,  and  no  such  degree  is  recorded  here, 
he  probably  took  it  in  some  foreign  uni- 
versity.

On  28  July  1562  an  order  was  made  by 
the  priry-conncil  then  sitting  at  Ipswich 
that  the  warden  of  the  Fleet  should  cause 
Dr.  Scot  to  be  kept  in  close  confinement 
and  not  have  oanference  with  any  other. 
It  wonld  appear,  however,  that  he  was 


iubse>ineDlly  set  at  liberty  on  giving 
security,  and  that  in  or  before  June  1564 
he  abeeonded,  leaving  his  boil  to  suffer 
the  oonaequences.  He  went  to  Louvaine, 
and  there  died  about  the  beginning  of 
1665.

THOMAS  HOBY,  j-owiger  son  of 
William  Hoby  of  Leominst«r  in  Here- 
fordshire, was  bom  in  1S30,  and  ma- 
trienlated  as  a  member  of  S.  John's 
collie  in  this  miiveraity  lUfi.  It  i> 
said  that  he  iJso  spent  eome  lime  among 
the  Oiooian  muaea.  He  subseqnently 
visited  France,  Italy,  and  other  foreign 
oountries,  and  as  Roger  Ascbam  states, 
"was  many  wayet  well  furnished  with. 
learning,  and  very  expert  in  knowledge 
of  divers  tongee."  Oue  of  his  brothers 
sir  Philip  HoW,  an  eminent  diplomatist, 
who  died  without  issue  31  May  1658, 
devised  him  his  estate  at  Bisham  Berk- 
shire, and  on  27  June  the  same  year  he 
married  Bliubeth  one  of  the  danghtera 
of  BIT  Anthony  Cooke,  and  neter  to  the 
second  wife  ofnr  William  Cecil  aft«warda 
lord  Bn^hley.  He  was  knighted  by 
qoeen  Bliubeth,  who  sent  him  as  her  am- 
bassador to  Franoe  at  the  dose  i£  Xarch 
JS66.  His  death  ocmirred  at  Paris  13 
July  in  the  Bame  year.  His  body  was 
brought  to  Bngland  and  interrod  in  a 
ohap3  on  the  south  side  of  lie  chnrch  of 
Bisham,  where  hie  widow  erected  amonn- 
ment  to  his  memory  and  to  that  of  hia 
deceased  brother.  Thereon  are  thrar  sta- 
tues in  white  marble  in  oomptete  annonr, 
and  the  following  inscriptions :

THOMAS  LAXrN,  a  native  of  Lin- 
oobuhire,  B.A.  1547-8,  was  admitted  to 
a  fellowship  in  S.  John's  college  on  Dr.

On  a  va- 
cancy in  the  rectory  of  Anthorpe  Lincoln- 
shire, Thomas  Young  archbishop  of  York 
wrote  as  foUowa  to  sir  William  Cecil 
6  Nov.  1663.  "  Where^  understande 
that  the  parsonage  of  Awthroppe,  within 
the  dioceae  of  Liaoolne,  and  nevertheleaae 
bordering  upon  my  diocese,  ia  nowe  voyde 
by  the  deathe  of  the  late  incumbent 
there.  I  am  now  occasioned  to  oom- 
mende  onto  you  one  Mr.  Thomaa  Lakyna, 
Master  of  Arte,  and  one  of  my  contynuall 
preachers,  borne  in  Linoolneahere,  and 
worthie  for  all  respects  to  have  that 
roome,  if  it  were  foure  tymea  the  valae. 
It  may  please  yon  therefore,  accordinge 
to  your  accustomed  goodnes  to  commend 
the  said  Hr.  Lakyns  nnto  the  Qaene's 
Majestic,  who  is  the  patron  thereof,  so 
that  by  your  good  means  he  may  have 
the  preferment  of  the  same."  We  know 
not  whether  he  obtained  this  preferment, 
but  the  archbishop  collated  Him  to  the 
prebend  of  Wistow  in  the  charcb  of 
York  24  April  1564.

QEOROE  FEBREKS,  d«

Betnrning  to 
his  native  country  npon  the  aoceaaion  of 
queen  Hary,  that  BOvereiKn  presented 
him  to  the  rectory  of  Great  Mongeham  in 
Kent  in  October  1653,  and  to  a  canontv 
in  the  church  of  I>Qrham  9  May  1664. 
On  the  12tb  of  the  last-mentioned  month 
he  wss  admitted  roaster  of  S.  Jobn's 
ooUc^,  having  been  unanimously  elected 
by  tiis  fellows.  In  the  same  year  he 
proceeded  B.D.  He  was  admitted  to  the 
vicarage  of  8.  Sepulchre  London  on  the 
qaeen^  presentation  11  Feb.  1664^, 
signed  the  roman  catholic  articles  1666, 
and  became  lady  Maigaret  professor  of  di- 
vinity in  166G,  in  which  year  he  resigned 
the  vicarage  of  8.  Sepulchre.  About  the 
same  time  he  obtained  the  rectory  of 
Much  Munden  Herttbrdshire.  Diuing 
the  visitation  of  the  university  by  cardinal 
Pole's  delegates  he  waa  one  of  the  persons 
examined  to  substantiato  the  charge  of 
heresy  againat  Bucer  previously  to  the 
exhumation  of  his  body.  He  was  created 
D.D.  1657.  Soon  after  the  accession  of 
Elizabeth  he  waa  deprived  of  the  maator- 
ship  of  S.  John's,  the  lady  Margaret  pro- 
feesorahip,  hia  canonry  at  Durham,  and 
the  rectory  of  Much  Munden  for  refusing 
to  take  the  oath  of  supremacy.  He  then 
left  England,  hnt  was  captured  and 
spoiled  of  every  thing  by  pirates.  ITIti- 
matoly  however  he  got  to  Nevera  again 
and  resided  there  for  several  years,  being 
very  kindly  entertoined  by  the  abbat,  by 
whom  he  was  sent  to  the  nniversity 
of  Paris  with  letters  of  introduction. 
About  1567  he  removed  to  Antwerp  and 
read  a  divinity  lecture  in  the  monastery 
of  S.  Michael  there.  William  Itoper,eeq. 
vas  imprisoned  in  1568  for  having  sent 
£6.  to  Dr.  Bullock  beyond  aea,  but  seems 
to  have  obtuned  hia  release  on  acknow~ 
ledging  his  offence  before  the  lords  of  the 
oooncil.  Dr.  Bullock  died  at  Antwerp 
in  or  about  1680,  and  was  buried  in  the 
monastery  of  8.

WILLIAM  BENSON  was  bom  at 
Boston  in  Lincolnshire.  Entering  the 
Benedictine  order  he  assumed  the  name 
of  BoBTOir.
